The construction of the Grand Temple 
of Worship now ln-injr ciccted by llie 
Mortnoii I'hnrch at .Manti, Utah, i» hein^' 
puslied alicjiil with i\s lar^e a force ol 
workmen as conveiiieni'e will permit, aim 
the Wall.s (»f the hniMiii;.^ are lu'giiining to 
loom up and aru covered witli HcaUoldinu 
and derricks. We learn irom Mr. D. Wil- 
kcn, who has just tftmued I'nwu ji trip on! 
in the Manti country, that the temple ib 
being construcfed out of white limestone. 
Tlie building is situated on the top of a 
mountain, a Hpur of Waaatch range, that 
exteiKis out into the town of Manti, and 
is called hy the people of Utah the Moun- 
tain of the Lord. 

Tiie louitdati'iii of the temple la Kixty- 
three feet above the level of the road, and 
is set in solid rock; the top of theinoimt; m 
having been excavated and removed, 
making it level, w niiiety'five feet in width 
and one hundred and seventy-two in 
lengtli. I'l'out the ^'f^und to the square 
will be eighty-two feet in height. 'J here 
will he two towers erecte<l, one at the east 
end and the otiier at the west corner ol 
the building. The tower at the eatit cor- 
ner will be one hundred and seventy-nine 
leet in height, w hUe that of the wi st cor- 
ner Will bo ten foet lower, or one hun Ired 
and aixty-nlne feet in height. They are 
thirty teet square at the ,ba. e. Tl e e 
are four terrace walls around the muun- 
tain in froBl oi the temple, wbkh will av* 
erage about seventeen teet in lieight and 
are, abuu.t nii^e hundred fee^ in lenKth, and 
ff» «fl^ comiftin two thousand fotir bAndred 
cords of rock au at preiMfii built, and fifty- 
live tl^outsaud yards of dt^brlBbaH been ex- 
cavated and hauled away. Tke.itiijrway 
Imtherottd totbebpper iMMTKlflf* 



ty-three feet, and will contain one hun- 
dred end thirty-two etoiie etepe, sixteeA 

feet in width. 

The back of the terrace will be filleJ 
with rich eoll to the top of ifie fttofie Wotk 

and trees and shruhbo'ry planted, and the 
top? of the terraces are to be ornamented 
by neatly dressed and cut stono, and 
statues will be placed a' variou.s and ap- 
propriate places. The water to supply the 
temple will be brought in wooden pipea 
from a spring situated abftut a mile and a 
(piarter cast of the temple back iti the 
ntountains, and has a fall of seveuty-uiue 
feet to the reservoir, and one hundred 
ft'ct from the reservoir to flic lower terrace. 
The whole side of the mountiiin is to be 
planted with trees and flowers, and the 
erv'stiil stream potired forth by the little 
spring, as it winds its way d(jwn the side 
01 the mountain, will travel from root to 
toot quenching their thirst, thus e- 
sisting the trees to prodnee their foiia^rein 
spring, the flowers to bloom and the grass 
to grow. 

Tho hiiildijvjT of the temple was first 
commenced five years ago, and has been 
worked on ever since, and it is expected 
that it will take fully live years to com- 
plete the building. The building will bo 
fifty fe3t in height, and the e^ceretion et 
the east end for the basement is about 
forty-six feet in depth. Mr. Folsom is the 
architect, and, as to his skill and ability 
as an arehitecturalist, the Manti Temple 
will speak for years after lie has p:i8se<l 
from tite face of the earth. It was Presi- 
dent Yonng's intention when he ordered 
the creetioti of the temi>le tliat it should 
ba the grandest and meat imposing struc- 
tured on the American continent, and all 
itidications point to such being the case.
